About & fortnight belore Lis severe [llness,
which compelled him to abandon, s one of the
Mansg rs of Linpenchmeni, the prosecation of
Presddent Johnson, 1 spent an ufiernoon with
Theddens Blevens, It wae the day before the
orranization of the Court of Impeschment, and

be wug in unusual =pirita at the prospect of the o

early success of & movement which he had
dnaugurated and plonecred. The prospect of
suocess ab that time wie very flattering to the
impeachers: it seemed thal the trial, convic-
tion, nnd removal of the President would prove
a fitipg chimax Lo the carcer of his most carnest
aud bitter enemy: aud during our conversslion
1 ventured 1o suggest 10 him that he woas almost
ready 1o excluim with Simeon, * Lord, let thy
gervant depart in peace.” He answered, with-
out nesiiation, that he had “no wish o go just

et,"

“My frievde tell me,” he added, *that I am
crowing old and weak, and mogt Inok forward
to un carly end to my carcer, bul,” and he spoke
in o madter-ol-inct tone nod wanuer, *1 huve no
intention ol dying just yet.”

The spirit proved stronger than the flesh on
that occasion, though his ilness compelled him
to relinguish an wetive part o 8 cause o which
he was undoubtedly enlisted heart and soul; but
he gradunlly sank from thet time forward antli
his death on Auvgust 11. Bat thouzh the fesh
grew wesk, even unto death, the spirit does not
appear to have fuded in the least, ICit were

assibie for Wim to deseribe his own death-bed
e would doubiess suy thut *‘be died hurral-
ing."

“f am going to die like Nicanor,” he said to
me on the ocension T have alluded to, ' har-
ness, [ mean to die hurrahing.”

He aptached a peculinr mesning to this last

hirase, which wus s favorite one with him, and

] hive heard of his using it on two or three
ocenstons, One of these 18 noteworthy, A eiti-
zen of Knoxvllle, Tenn,, had visited him, and
bad conveyed to him g message of respect and
goud wishies [rom Governor Brownlow, who, by
the way, 18 an admirsble prototype of Mr,
Stevens, posecs=ing the same earnest, bitler, and
indomitable spirit, alike in hate and io gene.
rosity, and wvot unlike in (ugliness of) person,
When bis visitor was about tuking his leave,
Mr, Btevens sad to him:—

“(ive Governor Brownlow my respects; tell
him I hope hie will be restored to health, and
live a long time, and that I say when he dies to
die hurrahing"

I first met Mr. Stevens In the room of the
Impeschment Committee, just aeross the lobhoy
from the Spenker's desk 1o the Houase of Repre-
scntatives, When I weut in the room the Com-
miltce was not, of course, in scssiou.  Only Mr,
Brevens, General John A, Logan, and General
Benjamio ¥, Butler were present. Mr. Steveus
wae at one end of the long committee table,
munching a sodp-erancker. Lognu and Butler
were at the other end, digging with hoge pen-
knives foto a large chee-e, and eating cheese
and crackers with evident relish. Oceasionally
they would address u word or two to Mr, Blevens
on the all-ub=orbing question of impeachment,
but ut thut moment—ihe lunching hour—their
chief attention was devoted to the edibles, At
the moment, Mr. Sleveus wus waiting for his
gervants to come to  ecarry him  to  tho
carriage which usually conveyed him to his
house, and, not veing able to wlk to hnm freely,
and fully there, | made an cengagement with
him for au hour or two of the afternoon. While
1 wue etill in the Committec-room talkine to
bim and his associates — the
young and stalwart white wen, came lor Mr,
Steyens, They took him up as he sib--chair
and all—and conveyed bhim throvgh the lobby
1o the Southern entrance of the Capltol, where
the earriuge awaited him. The incident served
1o remind Genernl Logan of an anecdote of Mr,
Btevens which illuetrsted at onee the humor
and the indomitable spirit of the man, General
Logan stated that on one oceoasion while he
was belpe thus carried by his servants who are
both young meo Lardly in the prime of 1ife, Mr,
Bteyeus wrned to them aud =ald drily, but besi-
tutingly, showling by his feeble mauner and tone
his exhausted condition:—

“Hoye, 1 wonder how T get to the House
when you two die,”

He seemed to think he was pever to die, but
always 1o be a member of the House,

Doring the tirst part of the iuterview some-
thing was sald by me relative {o Mr, Stevens’
famaous speech comparing Mr, Johoson to Charles
I, and declaring the tormer's usnrpntions groater
than®those of the Epglish Kweg, and in any
ather conntry wonld have cost o king his head.
He sa'd that their cases were parallel in a creat
many purlienlars—in the covtending parties,
the persongl aetors, aud the princioles involved,
Something of the same idea had occurred to my
miud & day or two previons, while reading Gold-
win Smith's “Three Eoglhish Statesmen,” then
just published in this country, and which I had
read in the cars en roufe to Warhinglon., Imter-
ripted him by remarking that T hal come to look
upon him g8 the Jobn Pym of this impeach-
went, and resd 10 him from @ note book a
puseage from Bmitl's volume which seemed to
me to apply us well to him as to Pym:—"He iad
gtood,” spys Goldwin Smith, speaking of Pym,
“among the foremost of thoqw ‘evil-tempered
spirite! who protested that the liberties of Pur-
linmeot were not the favors ol the erown but
the irthright of Englishmen, sud who, for so
dong, were imprisoned withoot luw. He had
resolved, ns he sald, that be wonld rather suffor
for speaking the truth thun the truth should
sufler tor want of his speaking.” 1 would have
gone on with further quotations, but Mr. Stes
vens interruptod ne—

*Ttat 18 umimportant; the parallel i& not
slrong—not 8o stroug as I wonld hike to think
it—for I grestly sdmire curt and crusty old John
Pym; it i« not ns strong a parallel as Macsolay
unconseiously drew Lwenly yenrs aso,  EHis
aremignment of Charles I, inthe fipst volume
o! blg hstory, apphics with herdly a change of
word, excent pmes, to Audrew Johnson, It 1
renlly & remyrkable doeument. Give me that
volume of Macsulay, sud I will show you the
pascupes,”

I banded him avolume of Macanlay, and tarn-
ing to some marked passuges ne read rapidly,
fnterpoluting his explannuons,

Much of thig Mr, Bievens quoted, At leneth
he fAvished with this passage, not rend. bat
quoted from memory, with the book closed, nud
pronounced 1n & very lmpres-ive munner: —

“When s country i= 1o 1he situation that Fag.
lnud then was, when the kKingly ottice ik regarded
with tove apd veperahon, but the person who
fills that office is bated aud dstru-ted, Wtshonid
geom Lthat the eourse to be taken is obvious,
The dignity of the office should be preserved;
the person should be disesrded,™

Noturally enough sll this led to my asking
him the ehanessjor the success of lmpeachment,
He answered very prompuly;—

“‘Good, § think, now, We managed to gel
Butler's additional articles adopted to«day: and
1 thiok Mr, Johoson will be convicted on them,
Before the adoption of those ariicles we hadn't
& opse it all- none at sll, and an sequittal would
gurcly follow il we prosecuted on the orlginal
articles only, Besldes, there are some disngree-
ments among the Munagers, Bwgham refused
at irst 10 verve with Butler, beenuse of s Jan-

unge ubout Mrs, Purrnti’s executton and the
isngiog of ap innocent womuy., Then Boutwell
wihs elected ehilel Mannger, and Bingham ob-
jected, elbimivg that be was entitled to the frst
pluce in the Committes because he had recelved
the bighest nomber of votes In the House,
alihough Colfax had distivetly stuted that the
vole would not decide the question of priority
p the Committee, Then Boutwell reslgned to

rervants, two |

ksep peace s the Committee, and that dlsgusted
me, But [ yope we shall conviet—I hope 50."

Dr{m'.-m: politicians and the impeachment
questyom (mot as abroptly as I do hece, how-
€Vfr), we came lo speak of ihe course of the
U ewspapers towards him, and the vast amount
of wituperation which hud beeén poured on his
hend, ¢ remnarked thal he did not frel at that;
it was all he could expeet, “for you koow,” he
added, *that I bave alwayes been & plamn speaker
myeell,” This led to my asking something in
regard to his early life and bis history. As [
ueed the word “history” he glauced at we
quickly, and I thought rather suspleionsly, and
direcily said, “You nowspaper men are always
wauling to get at a man's history. As [ sald to
A young girl who came o sée me some time ago
10 collect materials tor a hography of me, 1
have no history, My life-long regret is that 1
huve lived so long and so nsalessly.”

{ ventured to sugeest that hisfriends were not
digposed to spree with him in the use of the
word *‘uselessiy' as applied to his Congressional
nehisvements,

“1 have achioved nothing in Congress. Until
the ware began | was a plodder witbout influence,
and since 1t began I bave been so radical that |
bad no control over anyuody. Bome of the
pupers cull me the 'Lender of the Housg?! 1
only lavgh ut them, 1 lead them, yeas but Whey
never follow mwe or do as I want them until
publie opinlon Las sided with me.”

“No." he added, atier a panse of o moment or
two, *I'm not over proud of my Congressional
career, 1 like my State service betler. 1 thlnk
and feel, 1 hope without vanity, that the crown-
ing utility of my life was the adoption of the
Common Echoo! bystem of Penosylvaunia ¥

He explaned thal iu 1836 an attempl was
made by the Democraey, for pohitical parposes,
to repeal the Sctinol law presed daring the pre-
vious gegsion of the Legislature, and they dud
suoceed in repeuling 1t in the Senate. They
would heve succeeded In the Houase butfor a
strong speech and “a wood deal of flibusters
ing,” as Mr. Btevens remarked, on the part of
himself aud friends in the House, and Goyernor
Wolt in the Faecutive munsion.

“That is the work,” he sutd, resuming after
his explanation, *that I take most pleasure in
reenlling.”

I had heard the fact mentioned that Mr. Stev-
ens had on one oceasion given $100,000 to the
poor of Laveaster county, and I asked him
about the truth of it,

“Ob ! it was not true," he said, “'I have never
been able to do any such thng, T have been a
failure in evervthing, 1 have failed Gonavelally
three times, The first was through going bail
und security, and it broke up a very foe prac
tice 1 had in Adams coouty., The second was
lI'.;;t;m_{h carelessuess of a pariner in some iron
mills,

There was much more said of a nuaturz not
calenlaled to be of interest to the wenerul public,
and which it is not necessary to give here. All
that he did and said confirmed me in the opivion
1 bad loug held of his positiveaess and dogged-
ness; and I came awny not only impressed with
the power of the man, bat fully satistied, as I
had been before, of the sincerity of his convic-
tions, and that idea wis enoogh to make me
admire and respect even if I did not fully agree
with him,

Freparations for tihe l;'u-orul of the

Lates Thaddeus Stevems at Washimgton
mand Lamoaster,

The Wushington Star of lnst evening has the
following account of the arrangements for the
funeral of Thaddens Stevene:—

“Puring the moruing a number of his jm-
mediute friends assembled in bis parlors to
accompany the remains to the rotunda of the
Cupito), and about tive minutes to 12 Comprny
A, Butler Zounves (colored), arrived at the
residence.  Precisely at noon, Mr, Willlams, the
urdertaker, closcd the collin, and the pall
bearers, elght in pumber, four white and four

colored, took up the corpze, and, preceded by |

Mr. Brown, BSergeant-ul-Arms ol the Senate,
Geperal Ekin, Rev. Lr. Gray, Chaplain of the
Sepnte, and Senstor McDounld, of Arkansas,
left the bouee, The Zounaves took position on
either slde of the corpse us aguard of honor;
and then a number of friends—among them
Hev, Mr. Emery—Yrought up the rear. Toe
Erucv,nsiuu walked slowly slong B sireet to
ew Jersey aveoue, and themee to the
ecast portico of the Capilol, where a large
number of persons had gathered, A detall of
sixteen of the Capitol Police had previouly
orenyd o passage-way and stood uncovered
while the corpse was curried in aud placed on
the catatalque,  The military tmmediately
stucked arms and 4 guard ol bonor wus get over
the remaing, and tho:e desirous of viewing the
face of the great commoner passed by the corpse,
stooping 4 moment lo gaze on the features,
Immedigtely after the corpse had been set on
the catalulgue a magnilicent wreath was placed
on the coflin by Mr, W. P. Smith, SBuperintend-
ent of the Botauiesl Gurden, Amoung tne first
to look upon the corpse were Senntor Patterson,
Senator Bumner, muany of the employees of the
Capitol, aud some of our oldest eitizens, the
Intger proportion being colored. The coffin is of
1osewood,covered with ine bluck cloth, and lined
with white entin, Upon the lid is a large silver
plate, bearivg the following inseription:—
“Thaddeas Btevens, DBorn April 4th, 1792,
Died Avgust 11th, 1808, at midnight,” The
plate is in the form of 4 shield, handsomely
chased, and around it & row ol silver tacks,

Upon each side are three very heavy silver |

haudleg, the hinge poriion being the nationnl
coat of arme, and an eagle emblazoned on the
haudle, The coffin I8 heavily trimmed with
silver, and upon the lid rests & beautiful chsin
of white roses and Imwmortelles, linked Logether
with white ribbon, placed there by Bistor
Loretty, of Providence Hospital, The features

ot the decewsed hnve chavged but very little, |

and he looks quile mnatural
cmuciuted by his loog 1linsss,
eyes nre closad but the eyes are somewhat
sunken, and the right temple s a little durk.
He is dressed in o suit of black with black
neck!ie”

vens has been appoioted for next Monday afiers
noon at 2 o'clock. All the arranrements are
not yet completed, but it is understood that the
corpee would be ecarried ffrom the residence of
the decessed to the rotunda of the capitol at 2
o'cloek 10-any, by the citizeps of Lancis er now
resident In Washipelion., A militury gaard will
be stationsd arouud the bier, and the body will
lie in stare until Friday, when it wlll be con-
veyed by a specinl train, furnished by the Balui-
more and Ohio Ballrond, through Baltimore via
York sand Hatrisburg to Luauncaster. Amone
the pall-bearers will be Messrs, SBeeretury Bew-
nrd, Attorney-General Kvarts, ex-Secretary Stan
ton,Senntors sumver and MebDonald, Mayor Bow
en, of Washinegtou; Surgeon General Burnes, and
Genera) Rawlinge, Chiet of General Gront's
gtaff, The traan will be composed of three cars,
one of which will be devoled to the exélusive
neeof the family and immediate mourners ol
the decessed, while the remuining two will be
accupied by political and personul friends, The
train will arrive at Lancaster Buturdny evening,
and the body will lie in state until Monday at
2 o'clock, when the finul ceremonies of the
fomeral will take place, A delegation of colored
Zouvaves und a delegation of coloved eitizens of
Washineton will sccompuny the remsing to
Lancaster.”

ol the opportunity thus afforded me to place my
co-religionists properly beiore the people, |
prater to do «o in a letter, becanse I tiave not
made any polit eal gpeeches lor soms time, and
hiave neither time nor Inclination to enter into
the arenn,

Our Jewish fellow-cllizens are broughl con-
spicuously forward in this Presideantial cam-
piign, owing to & military order issped at one
time by Geueral Graut, known a8 order No, 11,
This order was f4sued against “Jews as a ¢lass,”
and in this way repested o wrong frequently
t-.urnlnjmlcd against my race by the non-Jewish
world,

General Grant committed a fundamental error
in the remedy he selected for the purpose of
dealing with some offenders ngainst his mili
tary regulations. who were supposed to be of
the Jewish faith. Theie does exist & most un-
just prejudice towards Jews as o cluss, against
which I solemnly protest. General Geant muoy
or may noi have snared this prejudice,

The true I=sraelite has no prejudice against
any race. His faith in One God, having been
strengthened by a history of forty centurics,
wends ham to regard all men a8 brothers, and his
highest happiness is to be engaged in the inter-
ests of God and humanity, There Is o meanine
in these words, and very many Israelites in this
city feel this, and Io polities are Republicans,
The issnes of the war are fully appreciated by
them, and it will be useless Lo expect assist-
ance from them in impeding the progress of
bistory,

The whole tendency of strietly Jewish efforts
isto proeress and liberallam, and we caunot lend
our aid to infllet on others wrongs which we
have suffered ourselves, and hence know them
to be wrongs,

Had the nomination of a Presidential eandi-
date been left to Republican Jews, General
Girant would certainly not have been their
choice, Buf, now that General Grant is the
vominee of the party, itis paying a poor com-
pliment to Jewish mtelleet und Jewish patriot-
1sm Lo suppose that we can sink all beneath the
weight m(}:ersuuul vindictive reveoge or even
ot holy indiguna‘ion. Geueral Graut knows by
this time that Jews must not be judged “ar a
¢lags,” not any more 0 than Christians; that
among Jews there are wood men and bad men,
us# there sre good men and bad men among
Christinne,

Furthermore, [ believe that the order referred
to was Issued in the midst of compheated mili-
tary respousibilitics, i's sweeping eflect not
haviong been fully considered, and that General
Grant regrets that the order wus ever 1gaued,

Indeed, 1 kuow that o letter from General
Graut, expressing these seotiments, has for some
time been in the hands of a prominent co rali-
plonist at Washinglton city, and that General
- rant objects to the publication thereof at this
time, only on the ground that it might be con-
strued a8 a bid for votes on his part,

Politieal Wroubial Anticipated — Rebel

Hatred of the Faderal Govermment,

The New York Times' corre<pondent wriles
from Memphis, Auguet 3, as followsi—

The indications ure that we are to have trou-
ble in Teuneseee and thronghout the sSouth at
the Presidential clection (nis 1all. The contral
thought that inspired the great Rebellion was
the deeire to cuntrol the blacks without the
danger of hindrance or Intererence, The resuit
ot the conflict with the Federal Goverumont was
#0 disastrous that fer a time il bope or great-
pesd by the absolute control of blazk Inbor was
nbandoned: but the mildness shown 1o the treat-
meut of Rebels and traitors, the sympathy ex
pressed lor thom by the anu-war fsction of the
sorthern Democracy, the influence o!f Brooks
aud others in Copgress, and the eonrse of Presi-
dent Jobueon, has given new hopa, aod the
dominant fnction of the Southeern conserva'ives
is lo=day supguing hat they will attsin she
objects ot the great Kenelhon without another
conflict with the General Government, Their
organs openly avow Lhis, and at no time since
thie war has the tone of ex Rebels been so
pitter and contdent as at present, This will
be universally admitted by all Unlon men in
the Soutbh. There was a lime when Lthe ex-
Kebels were 0 cowed and quiet, so satisfied
with having escaped contisontion and tae
bulter, so disposed to be law-abidiog and or-
derly, that many members ot our Stute Logisla-
fure were disposed to remsove all political disa-
bilities from them, but such 18 not the case now,
There are of course many, perhaps o majority of
the ex-rebels, who are quiet, law-abiding citizens,
but the dominant faction is iuspired by n worse
spixit, and it not ouly 15 not opposed by the
moderates, but very frequently bhas their scerag
ssmwpathy, The dominant fuction is bitter in i
batred of the Federal Government and its hatred
of northern people, It is determined to get the
control ot the political aftairs of the Bouth and to
bring the negro under some control not very un-
hke slavery of the olden vime.  From this aloue
it unticipates Sonthern prosperity. This is the
key 10 all the movements ot Bouthern Conser-
vatives, This is the corner-stone ol all thetr
Demogracy. They are sanguiue—just as san-
guine as they were at the outbrenk of the great
Rebellion,  Blair, the Democratie candidate for
the Vice-Presidency, assares them that the De-
mocratic party of the North is with them in
pressing the rubbing oot of all free Stale tioy-
ernment in the Bouth, ard the reseinding of all
enactments that guarantee either personal or
political rights to blacks, and thus, backed by

the Democracy of the wpation, they re-
gard 1t &s  easy to pget the political
control of the Soyth, to drive out

most outspoken Republicans, and gradually, by
terrorizing and State laws, virtually restore
#luvery, Let no mun in the North be too certain
that these mad dreams may not be realized, Let
no man be too sure that sisvery may not be so
far restored as to bring on wide epread anarchy
and another bloody civil war, It may be a war
of races thatit will eost the nation many million
dotars and many valuable lives to sapprass, In
Mistjesippi they have made o long siride in that
direction, Therc muny blacks are now afraid
to leave the plantations of their employers, lest
fb(.‘y should be murdered, a5 mauvy others have
MC1l.
There is an active, wide-spread, but not nume-
rically strovg secret orgunizations o all the
Bouthern Biates, Where it gtarted is un-
known; but it made itsell manifest first, at
about the same time, in Missiscippl, and in
Maury and Giles counties of this state. This
wis about gix mounh's ago, Either members of
this eecret order, or persocs who adopt its dis-
gulses and practices, are now found in many
places prowling about at night, masked and
armed with deadly weapoos, These gangs are
popularly designated as Ko-klux, but whacther
this is the real wname of the oreani-
zatlon is  unkpowop. Its members sccms
to be the most reckless men who
served in the Rebel army, and who
believe that the Bouth can only be made to
progper by the driving out of all while radicals,
ana getting the negroes under some form of
control by white men. To carryout the designs
of the Bouthern lenders, the Ku-Klux have in
portions of this State, in  Mississippi, and in
Texar made a perfect reign of terror. They
bhavej taken men from thelr beds, and ewther
whipped them cruelly for being radieals, or
have murd:red them in cold blood, If the
perpetrators of such atrocities were not in all
cases Ko Klux, they were at least persons who
had all the hate of Ku-Klux's to radicals. The
Ku-Klux go ip gapgs, masked aud armed, and
tlus enables them, In most cases, to escape all
recognition and legal prosecution.

A Profest from an Ex-Rebel Soldier,
The Memphis Fost publishes the following
letter;

“La GrANGE, Teonn.. August 1, 1808, —Editors
Post:—1 am not a newspaper correspondent,
and bave no aequaintance with yon, but beliey-
ing the truth should be told though it shame the
devil, I give you & little iden of the way our
friends (7) are trying to get us into anosther fuss;
and havineg been through the last, I am content
to keep quiet aud be a good and peaceful citizen,
even if 1 cannot vote.

“Lust night—haviog been invited several times
—I attended a meeting of the Seymour and Biair
club, 1 had been appenled to that 1t was m
duty {o altend; that it was a matter of life an
death with us, and o resist to the death the
oppressor. 1 expected to be enlightened on
various poluts, and hoped to sec some enthusi-
asm; but, till they eent out to a neighboring
house, there was not even a candle to enable us
to tell how many dusky fAces were near ours,
A lgbt came, Then the meeting was called to
order, when 1t was found thut the seoretury had
no paper, ete., and the treasurer no monsy, and
only one nigger present. 1 then saw through
the trick. A few of the old hacks, who talked
us young men into it before, are sgain tr{hm Lo
make & living by gotting the negro and white
element foterested, so they will raise funds to
keep them up a while,

"[ wiash my hands of the whole thing, I did
what T thought rightin the rebellion; but we
were overpowered, and now 1 for one, intend
to remain gulet and obey the laws, rathor than
be mude a tool of apd fight somebody el w's but-
tles, Ifit was only lelt to the soldiers, all would
be quict and the country prosper. Ex-Hspen”
